"The best way to start with the 


cleaning," Mr. Robinson says, "is to 
take down the smoke pipe connecting 
the boiler to the chimney. Have an 
aeh can or suitable receptacle 
in 


re»dine»« to hold the soot. By free- 
ing the smoke Tiipe of this accumula- 
tion of loot, you will make possible 
the fr«e passage, of air to the chim- 
n*y fine firing the boiler its draft, 
without which the fuel cannot burn 
efflclentlr. 
It thU cleaning were 


being done in the spring, It would be 


advisable to leave the smoke pipe 
disconnected from the chimney flue 
to prevent dampness causing corro- 
sion, but in view of the fact that the 
cleaning Is being done In the fall you 
will, no doubt, want to put 
the 


smoke pipe back in place in case 
there is an unexpected need for heat 
on a chilly fall day. The chimney 
flue should also be cleaned, if there 
is a soot deposit in It. Chimney fires 
are the result of the Ignition of soot 
accumulations, and the cleaning of 
the chimney flue is essential from the 
safety standpoint as well as from 
the standpoint of Improved draft. If 
the chimney has a flue cleanout door 
below the entrance of the 
smoke 


pipe, this should be opened and 
the chimney cleaned out at Its lower 
end, as here will be found more 
molsturo-collcctiug &oot.

metal flue-cleaning brush

nished by the manufacturer. While

There will be 
brought about conditions which men- 
ace the very existence of the children 
of the poor. Unless we can stop the 
rush of hundreds of thousands of 
young farmers from the abandoned 
farms to our great industrial centers, 
then as certain as the sun rises and 
gets, the day of the soup kitchen is 
not far away."

among them being education of the

So th 
British Empire Leprosy Relief associa 
tion has been formed to raise funds t 
wage a campaign against leprosy in ul 
parts of the empire. For .tills pur 
pose $1,250,000 Is needed.

As a result we were totally unpre- 
jared for war although it had been 
staring us in the face for three years, 
and the regular army and National 
Guard had to be entirely reorgan- 
ised. 


As a result of the country's un- 


prepareduess for war there was *h« 
nevitable waste of money In purchas- 
ing supplies and getting ready. Con- 
siderable time was also wasted in 
preparing training camps and train- 
ng the men for war. 


Colonel 
Stewart 
spoke at some 


length on the country's unprepared- 
ness for war and said that the les- 
sons it had taught 
us in wasteful 


expenditure of money had led con-1 
gress to take some action after the 
war 
for 
military 
preparedness. 


Senator Wadsworth, the senior mem- \ 
tier of congress from this slate, said 1 
the speaker, had always been active 
along those lines. 


After the war the regular army 


was increased to about 280,000 men, 
and the National Guard to a strength 
of 450,000, while the organized re- 
serves 
were 
unlimited. 
Due 
to 


economy the regular army had been 
cut down to 150,000, while the Na- 
tional Guard numbered about 250,- 
000. 
The reserve corps were still 


of unlimited number owing to the 
fact it did not cost anything. 


Congress in 1920 passed the Na- 


tional Defense Act which 
charged 


the war department with preparing 
plans for 
mobilization in case of 


necessity and under that act 
the 


country had been divided into nine, 
corps divisions with its various mili- 
tary units. 


The purpose of the Defense Test 


Day is simply to check up the plans 
for 
mobilization that 
have 
been 


made. Congress charged the war de- 
partment 
with preparing plans for 


mobilization, but it is one thing to 
prepare plans and another to test 
them out to see if they will operate. 
Cn other words, 
Friday has 
been 


designated as the day for the mobil- 
ization test. It has also been made a 
patriotic demonstration where 
the 


people can. take a few hours 
off to 


consider and view the military re- 
sources of the country. 


With the plans for mobilization of 


the 
armed forces of the 
country, 


plans also have been made for 
an 


Industrial mobilization. Remember- 
ing the lessons learned 
during the 


world war when economic conditions 
were upset, one of the first things 
done In this 
Industrial 
mobiliza- 


tion has been to make a survey of 
the industrial! concerns of the coun- 
try. As an illustration the 
speaker 


eaid that during the war when the 
war department 
needed a million 


shoes, it gave out the contract to the 
lowest bidder. In some 
cases 
the 


successful bidder had to go out and 
build a factory to turn out the con- 
tract or peddle it around to sub-con- 
tractors. In that way many mush- 
room industrial plants sprung up all 
over the country." 


With the industrial 
survey that 


lias been made the war department 
knows what capacity a shoe factory 
has at present. If a factory in the 
north can turn out 
10,000 pairs of 


shoes a day and a factory 
in an- 


other sections of the country but 400 
pairs a day the contract will be di- 
vided so that It 
wlM not be neces- 


sary to erect new factories. This sur- 
vey has also shown that the indus- 
trial plants of this country are in a 
position to turn out all the war ma- 
terial needed if nocessary.

Defense- Test Day

The speaker 
again impressed the fact upon his 
hearers that the war department is 
charged by law with the plans for 
mobilization and they can only ascer- 
tain how successful the plans made 
are by testing them out.

Defense Test Day would be a sort of 
"militaristic gesture," whatever that 
may mean. Since the close of the 
World War the rest of the world has 
been saying that it could not get on 
Its feet without the help of the Unit- 
ed States, and we have been helping 
them to do so. The rest of the world 
has not anything we want, but we 
hare everything that we want. We 
are the richest and most prosperous 
country in the world today. 


We want the rest of the world to 


kuow that we are proud of our coun- 
try gnd its resources and are in a 
position to maintain them. We want 
the reset of the world to realize that 
we are not only proud of our country 
but that we are going to keep it and 
turn it over to those who follow us a 
little better than we found it. If a 
fight is» forced on us, as it has been 
in the past, we want the world to 
know that we are in a position and 
are ready to do our part in maintain- 
ing our country in a businesslike 
fashion.

The requite obtained through tire- 


less research and design have done 
much to further dependable radio 
transmission and reception. One of 
the most Interesting of these develop- 
ments is the use of colloidal liquids to 
replace tbe vacuum and filament In a 
tube. 


Though tills form of rectifier and 


amplifier Is not developed to an effi- 
cient stage, and though it may never 
be, a' simple description of how a col- 
loid solution acts as a radio device will 
be given to acquaint radio fans with 
tbe new development and alco place 
before those who are experimentally 
Inclined a working knowledge of a col- 
loid "tube," so they may experiment 
with It If they so desire.

Those who have 
studied chemistry know that a colloid

When a colloid solution is to be em- 


ployed as a rectifier of radio signals It 
is prepared as shown in Fig. 2.

Errors in Pronunciation 


Too Common in America 


A most commendable effort Is being 


made to correct the too rapidly multi- 
plying errors and corruptions in Eng- 
lish pronunciation, and to gain a 
larger measure of uniformity in the 
spoken langiinge. 
Of this there is 


ndeed sorejneed; far greater, I should 
soy, than of spelling reform, which too 
often means deformity, observes Wil- 
lis Fletcher Johnson in the North 
American Review. 


Perhaps the greatest evil of speech 


today is the tendency toward what I 
may call a weakening of the vowel 
sounds, coupled with a disregard of 
many of these niceties of enunciation 
which contribute to the vocal coloring 
of the language. The long, full sounds 
of "a" and "o," and of final "us" are 
the chief sufferers from weakening. I 
am no advocate of "mouthing out hol- 
low oes ana aes" but the loss to our 
speech from the abandonment of those 
orotund sounds may readily be per- 
ceived In listening for a moment to 
the utterance, In speech or song, of 
pure Castilllan, In which those tones 
predominate. 


The worst of it is that this weaken- 


ing of vowel sounds, and consequent 
loss of dignity, of vigor and of dis- 
tinction Is a fault not merely or chief- 
ly of the Illiterate, but even more of 
those who possess education and pro- 
fess culture.

Colloid Classification. 


Colloids of the former class are 


called Irreversible, and when solidified 
after once absorbing a liquid are in a 
coagulated state. Colloids of the lat- 
ter class are called reversible. 


This suspension of colloid particles 


in a liquid is commonly called a col- 
loidal liquid and sometimes a solution. 
Though neither of these Is absolutely 
correct, they are now commonly used 
and will be In this article. 


Colloids generally form solutions 


called a "sol"—that is, whatever liquid 
a colloid is placed in has "sol" placed 
after It to name the solution—as an 
example, alcohol plus a colloid equals 
alcosol. When a colloid la placed in a 
liquid the result Is a perfect fluid, but 
not as a rule transparent. 
' Colloids are 
divided 
Into two 


classes, 
emulsolds and suspensolds. 


The emulsolds, when placed In water, 
have the water penetrate their parti- 
cles, while the suspensolds are those 
colloids which are not penetrated by 
the llculd—thus particles of suspended 
colloids will be in a state of suspen- 
sion in the liquid. Emulsoids are most- 
ly organic substances, while suspen- 
solds are metals, sulphur, selenium, 
etc. The latter are the ones used In 
radio work.

If a colloid solution be examined 


under a powerful and sensitive micro- 
scope It will be noticed that there Is a

The action of this detector, however,

A constant reversing of con- 
nections will keep the detector In ac- 
tion for some time. 


Used as an Oscillator, 


Slight success has been obtained by 


using this type of "tube" as an oscil- 
lator In the circuit shown in Fig. 3. 
Here a control electrode, similar to 
the grid of a vacuum tube, is inter- 
posed berween A and B. Reversal of 
polarity also materially Increases the 
life of the oscillator. 


Two circuits for using the tube as 


an amplifier are giveh. The first Is 
for a simple two-electrode "tube." 
This operates In the following manner; 
An alternating current flowing through 
the Input circuit causes a variation of 
resistance, which Is, of course, pro- 
portional to the potential variations. 
Because of the negative characteris- 
tics of the "tube," a reinforcement of 
the alternating circuit Is obtained In 
the output circuit.

Vernier Potentiometer 


Will Give Satisfaction 


When using a, potentiometer In a 


radio frequency circuit, great difficulty 
Is sometimes experienced In bringing 
in weak stations without having the 
tubes spill over. This is especially the 
case with the usual wire-wound Instru- 
,ment, as the variation is not even, but 
consists of small jumps as each turn 
of wire Is passed. It Is obvious that 
a vernier attachment cannot be used 
on the potentiometer Itself, as it Is Im- 
possible to get any variation between 
turns. The solution is to employ a 
variable resistance of low value in 
secies with the potentiometer.

can take the form of a 30-ohm rheo- 
stat If the potentiometer has a re- 
sistance of 300 ohms, it will readily be

How MtAay$ Get Fire 


From Compressed Air 


The Inhabitants of the Malay penin- 


sula have a method of obtaining fire 
which is probably unique among prlmi- 
ive peoples. They utilize the prin- 
ciple that the compression of air 
•alses Its temperatirte, one known to 
>\ ery man who has ever pumped up a 
Ire, but one which It is most surprls- 
.ng to find in the possession of a 
group of aborigines. 


A tiny pump of wood, hardly more 
ban three Inches in length and with 
a bore of about half an Inch, is used, 
says the New York World. This pump 
Is open at one end, closed at the other. 
In It fits closely a plunger equipped 
with a round knob at one end and a 
piston-like expansion at the other. 


The piston end of the plunger Is 


dipped in tinder, which the native car- 
ries in a moth's cocoon, which makes 
an absolutely watertight 
container. 


The piston is placed In the pump and 
the knob struck sharply. 


The compression of the air raises 


the temperature to such a degree that 
the'tinder is ignited, and when the 
piston Is withdrawn It is found to be 
glowing 
The native blows on the 


glowing mass, inserts it into his ready- 
laid fuel, and presto! he has his fire. 


This" method Is quicker by far than 


the friction method used by most 
primitive races. 


GIVE ORCHARD CARE 


TO OBTAIN PROFITS 


A farm orchard to he worth while 


nra*t b« properly managed and cared 
for. 


"An orchard which U started and 


then left to take care of lUelf will 
never become a source of pride or of 
much good fruit," »ay» J. Q. Moore, 
horticultural department of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin la a new orchard 
bulletin. 


"Choo*e the orchard site carefully. A 


tract with a soil adapted to a wide 
range of fruit*, slightly elevated and 
located near the house Is preferable," 
he urges. 


"Hardiness Is the first consideration 


In selecting Tarletles. 
A farm or- 


chardist may experiment with new 
and untried varieties, but the greater 
part of the planting should be of 
standard varieties adapted to the par- 
ticular section. Good care of the trees 
before planting, careful planting, and 
proper pruning after planting are ab- 
solutely necessary If satisfactory re- 
milts are to be secured. 


"The system of soil management 


should be adapted to the character of 
the site. On lands level enough to cul- 
tivate, the tillage-cover crop system Is 
probably best. 
Cropping with culti- 


vated crops Is permissible In a young 
orchard If care Is exercised not to in- 
jure the plants either temporarily or 
permanently. Never use a young or- 
chard as a pasture. The average farm 
orchard which has been bearing for 
some time needs fertilizer. Manure or 
commercial fertilizers which supply 
nitrogen are usually most beneficial. 
Best results In fertilization can only 
be attained when the orehardlst makes 
a careful study of the performance of 
his trees. Lack of fruitfulness may re- 
sult either from too much or too little 
twig and branch growth." 


"Keglect of pruning means trouble 


later on," says Mo»re. 
"Pruning 


should start as soon as the tree Is 
planted and should be done annually 
dnrlng the life of the tree. Alternate 
neglect and spasmodic pruning results 
In a poorly formed and less productive 
tree. 


"Spraying Is necessary to the pro- 


duction of good fruit and healthy trees. 
It Is a preventive, not remedial 
Only 


effective spraying is worth while. It 
Is effecthe only when the proper ma- 
terials are thoroughly applied at the 
proper time. Hnve a spraying program 
and follow it persistently unless you 
are sure that you «vn improve upon it 
If your orchard Is too small ^ to war- 
rant the purchase of a power sprayer 
consider the advisability of organizing 
a 'spray ring' among your neighbors 
who ure similarly situated. Orchard 
pest control in small orchards will be 
more efficient and less expensive In 
a 'spray ring' than when done by the 
Individual orchardist."

Million, England,—Closer co opera- 


tion between the safety in mTnes re- 
search board of Great Britain and the 
United States bureau ol mines, will be 
hastened by the results of work at 
the experimental station at Eskmeals, 
Cumberland, said Dr. Foster Bain, di- 
rector of the United States mines bu- 
reau, after a recent visit to the Cum- 
berland station.
